During the feature event of Human 
Relations Week, world-famous race 
relations speaker Jane Elliott intro- 
duced herself to a crowd of 200 by 
saying, “Some of you are not going to 
like what I have to say.” 

Elliott is known for her controversial 
“Blue Eyes, Brown Eyes” discrimina- 
tion exercise in which participants are 
labeled as inferior or superior depend- 
ing on the color of their eyes. In 1968, 
she first tried the exercise in her 
Riceville, Iowa, third-grade classroom. 
Students with blue eyes were told they 
were lazy, worthless, and little was 
expected of them. The brown-eyed 
children were told that they were 
better, smarter and faster than the 
blue-eyed children. “I was shocked at 
how quickly my kids became what I 
told them they were,” Elliott said. 

After viewing the film documenting 


Elliott’s experiment, members of the 
audience completed an interactive ques- 
tionnaire that shows how people inadvert- 
ently behave in a racist manner every day. 
“Whether you believe it or not, you are all 
racists,” said Elliott. “As a person 
born, raised and socialized in America, 
you have been conditioned to be racist.” 
Elliott emphasized that education 
truly is the only way to end racism, and 
that schools can’t be reformed without 
first changing the teachers. She also 
suggested abolishing school books 
that ignore the contributions of other 
races to American society and gave 
out a list of texts and novels that bring 
these contributions to light. 

In closing, Elliott said: “Differences 
are valuable” — a sentiment that sums 
up the message of Human Relations 
Week at Seton Hall.

Many 
challenged the administra- 
tion to introduce courses 
to the core curriculum that 
would reflect the 
University’s cultural 
diversity in the hope that 
knowledge and under- 
standing would prevent 
future occurrences.

For the first time since the 1993 
Gulf War, the American military 
took action against Iraq and its 

leader, Saddam 
Hussein. Iraq sent its 

troops into the Kurdish enclave 
in northern Iraq and in retalia- 
tion, the United States 
launched air attacks. Since the 
end of the Gulf War, Hussein 
has continued to assassinate 
his political enemies. 


A deadly explosion disrupted 
the Olympic Games . Just as 

the Games were turning Atlanta into a giddy 
metropolis overflowing with tourists, a pipe 
bomb packed with nails exploded in the 
crowded Centennial Olympic Park. One 
person died instantly and another died of a 
related heart attack. More than 1 00 people 
were injured, and, as the school year 
opened, nobody was charged with the 
crime. 


President Bill Clinton and Vice 

President Al Gore maintained a strong 

and consistent lead in the polls during their campaign 
for four more years in the White House. The Demo- 
cratic team campaigned on a four-more-years platform 
that featured a strong economy and a lower crime rate. 
During his first term, Clinton formed a very close 
partnership with Gore, who served as confidant and 
adviser. 
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Bob Dole retired after 35 years in Congress 
to fully devote himself to running for president. At the 
age of 73, the former senator from Kansas would be 
the oldest person elected to a first term as president. 
He selected JclCk K©mp, an active Republi- 
can and former cabinet member, as his running mate. 
Dole and Kemp promised to give President Clinton a 
“run for his money.” They attacked the president’s 
character and ethics while promoting the Republican 
15 percent tax cut. 


Three years ago Jewel was a 
fledgling singer-songwriter living on 
carrots and peanut butter sandwiches. 
In 1997, the 22-year-old performer from 
Alaska was a smashing success. Her 
debut album of bittersweet folk songs, 
“Pieces of You,” went platinum. Jewel 
sings many of the songs on the album 
in a crystalline voice while playing her 
acoustic guitar. 


For the first time in its history, the 
House of Representatives voted to 
reprimand and fine its speaker for 
bringing discredit on the House. The 
House Ethics Committee ruled that 
House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich was involved in using 
tax-exempt foundation money for his 
political ends. 
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Benjamin 
Netanyahu, the 47- 

year-old leader of the Likus 
political party, was elected 
prime minister of Israel. He 
declared that his government 
would honor the existing 
agreements on peace and 
security issues and would 
continue to negotiate toward a 
final peace agreement in the 
Middle East. 


The stock market surged to record 

highs as the school year began. It was a continuation 
of one of the greatest bull markets in history. The Dow 
Jones industrial average hit record highs in late Sep- 
tember, and closed over 6,000 in October. The spark 
that kept the markets moving upward was news that 
suggested that the economy was slowing down, thus 
keeping interest rates low. 


Olympic gold medal winner Michael 
Johnson has what track coaches ca 
speed endurance — the ability to carry top 
speed. He proved he had endurance-plus 
Johnson won an unprecedented double w 
in the Summer Olympics in Atlanta: both tf 
200- and 400-meter races. 
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It was late in the third quarter when 

Desmond Howard of the Green 

Bay Packers returned his first kick-off for a 
touchdown as a pro. And it was a whopper— 
a 99-yard return for the longest kick-off return 
in Super Bowl history. The Packers went 
on to beat the New England Patriots 35-21 

in Super Bowl XXXI 



It was just three years ago that Dave 
Matthews , a South African who 

settled in Virginia as a teenager, first put 
together a quintet that became one of the 
biggest draws on the concert circuit. This 
year, the Dave Matthews Band brought funk 
into the mainstream, as one critic said. And 
non-traditional instruments, such as the 
violin and the sax, expanded the band’s 
sound and universal appeal. 



Boris Yeltsin was re-elected 

president of Russia and pledged to continue 
the reforms he began five years ago. 
However, the 65-year-old began immedi- 
ately to show signs of severe heart prob- 
lems. It was announced that he had at least 
two heart attacks in the previous two years, 
and open-heart surgery was considered the 
only solution to his life-threatening disease. 
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Tracy Chapman 

was back on the charts with 
her latest album “New 
Beginning.” As one critic 
wrote: “One thing Tracy 
Chapman has inevitably 
gained over the years is 
polish. This new album is 
simply and impeccably 
orchestrated, tightly and 
urbanely played. The songs 
are adorned with soft jazz 
accouterments.” 



William Jefferson Clinton 


began his second term in January 1997 as the 

42nd president of the United 

States. He placed his left hand on a family 
Bible held by his wife, Hillary, and took the 35- 
word oath of office administered by Chief 
Justice William H. Rehnquist. 



The New York Yankees brought a 

world championship back to the Bronx by edging out 
the defending champion Atlanta Braves 3-2 in Game 6 

of the World Series. This was the first 

championship for the Yankees since 1978, and their 
23rd overall. 
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Hong Kong was a 

British colony on the brink of 
great change in 1997. Great 
Britain’s lease on Hong Kong 
expired on July 1, 1997, and the 
Chinese reclaimed the island. 
After 100 years of British rule, 
British administration and 
jurisdiction over Hong Kong 
ended, and it became a Special 
Administrative Region of the 
People’s Republic of China. 


Months after TWA Flight 800 exploded in 

mid-air in the summer of 1996, investigators were still 
searching for a cause. The Boeing 747 jumbo jet 
plunged into the Atlantic ocean off the coast of Long 
Island, N.Y., just minutes after taking off from Kennedy 
Airport for Paris. All 230 people on board were killed. 
The theories ranged from a mechanical failure to a 
bomb, from an exploded fuel tank to a missile.
